Time after time, farm ers ask, 
“When is the best time to apply 
fertilizer.” They 
want to know 
whether timing is important when 
making soil treatments. 
The answer may be yes or It 
may be no It depends upon the 
purpose of the treatm ent or what it 
is expected to do. 
Before taking up individual treat­ 
ments, I would like to group the 
various treatments 
into three dif­ 
ferent groups. It seems to me that 
would make it easier to answer 
the question as to whether timing 
is important. 
The first of the three groups 
might be called correctiv treat­ 
ments. The second would be start­ 
er fertilizers, while the third would 
be top - dressing. 
The idea behind the group call 
ed corrective treatments is to feed 
well the 
crop being 
grown 
all 
through the season from the be­ 
ginning to the end. The exact time 
for making such treatm ents is NOT 
imix>rtant in most cases, but should 
be made before planting. 
On the other hand, the situation 
in the case of a starter fertilizer 
is entirely different. The purpose 
of a starter is to get the plant 
off to a quick, vigorous start It 
must be placed close to the seed. 
Obviously, it is done just at plant­ 
ing and therefore exact timing is 
required. 
Top - dressing, our third group, 
is in - between. Timing is impor­ 
tant within a relative short period, 
but it is not so exciting. For ex­ 
ample, top - dressing wheat may 
best be done within a week or two, 
but the exact day within that per­ 
iod is not “ a make or break” m at­ 
ter.

In discussing individfual treat­ 
ments, I want to mention lime­ 
stone and stress its use where need" 
ed. Limestone supplies calcium for 
plant nutrition. Both calcium and 
magnesium are supplied if dolomi- 
tic limestone is used and calcium 
if white lime is used. In addition, 
lime reduces the acidity of the soil 


which makes it more favorable for !

WHY TINKER? 


Having recognized that our hodge-podge tax system, the 
product of years of emergency actions and political exped­ 
iencies, is a major barrier to full economic growth and high 
employment, Washington is considering remedies. 
So far, most of the proposals advanced would lead only 
to timid steps, shuffling small amounts of tax revenues 
from one area to another through changing exem ption 
and deductions. Whether these minor proposals are sound 
or unsound, they remain minor — far from sufficient to 
raze the tax barrier to growth, and at the same time leav­ 
ing the Government’s growing revenue problems unsolved. 
There is even some talk from both parties about possi­ 
bility of a tax rate increase. If present tax rates inhibit 
growth, such an increase might even lead to less revenue 
for the Treasury as business activity might well fall. 
So there isn’t much hope in small amounts of tax tinker­ 
ing. It is time Congress and the Administration faced the 
whole problem. Delay simply will mean more growth lost. 
In the House Ways and Means Committee are two identi­ 
cal bills, known as the Herlong-Baker income tax rate re­ 
form proposal. Here is the only comprehensive solution a4 
hard, and it has had many months of examination by ex­ 
perts inside and outside Washington. It has withstood even 
scrutiny, and has gained supporters as fast as authoritie* 
and businessmen have become acquainted with it. 
This legislation would reduce all income tax rates, top to 
bottom, in five annual steps, and also treat the problem of 
realistic depreciation allowances. Individuals and corpora­ 
tions then would have more money for investment, and in­ 
vestment is the recognized key to both economic growth 
and more jobs. 
Past experience, here and abroad, shows that the Gov 
ernment would experience a slight initial loss in tax re­ 
ceipts, followed by a steep climb to new heights which 
wmdd result from the accelerated growth. 
The Ways and Means Committee should report this bil 
out thri session, and give the Congress a chance to become 
familiar H th it and vote on it. No piece of domestic leg 
islation is so vita] now.

NO LAW PROTECTS $60 
BILLION PENSION MONIES 
FROM EMBEZZLING 
WASHINGTON—There just hap­ 
pens to lie some sixty billion dol­ 
lars of the w-orking people’s m on­ 
ey floating around the land. This 
is in pools of cash or liquid as­ 
sets. This money can be em bez­ 
zled, yet there is no federal law 
to 
punish 
the 
thief. 
He 
steals 
more than cash. He steals, from 
the solace of the men and women 
who 
look 
forward 
to living on 
their own 
when 
they

65. 
For these are the pension-welfare 
funds. Not Social Security, but the 
labor-m anagem ent funds.

There is no retribution for those 
who use the people’s m oney for 
personal flyers in sheer conflict 
of interest deals.

in it than an incubator baby. 
And even if pension fund direc­ 
tors do 
condescend to file,

secretary of labor can only use 
the reports to fill storage space. 
He 
has 
not 
even the right to 
check the additions. 
Tims, neither he nor Attorney 
General

Kennedy has

right to check pension fund loans 
—and som e total one to five mil­ 
lion dollars apiece—to new- hotels 
and motels, operation of ancient 
buildings, adventures in new- spec­ 
ulative projects.

Some of the labor leaders were 
for the bill.

rules, 
provide 
crim inal 
penalties 
for 
em bezzlem ent and 
kickbacks and m ake certain con­ 
flicts of 
interest a crim inal 
ol- 
fense. 
Today, once more, there is such 
a bill before the House. 
“ These 
pension 
and 
welfare 
funds,” Arthur Goldberg told this 
column the other day, “ are one 
of the 
m ost im portant develop­ 
m ents in American life. All 
we 
seek is an honest adm inistration 
of every penny 
of these lunds. 
Die proposed law- positively will 
not give us, nor do we want, the 
|)ower to suggest how these funds 
shall be invested. But the benefi­ 
ciary is the people. They should 
be protected.”

The Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — 
Behind the 
New- 
York 
electrical 
workers 
strike which resulted in a five- 
hour day at $5 an hour with $7.40 
for the sixth hour, are some inter­ 
esting figures. They show that Lo­ 
cal 3 of the International Brother­ 
hood of Electrical W orkers, whose 
m em bers will now 
get $198 a 
week, is by no m eans a strug­ 
gling union hard-hit by autom a­ 
tion. On the contrary it’s one of 
the w ealthiest unions in the na­ 
tion. 
Financial records filed with the 
U.S. Labor D epartm ent show that 
Local No. 3 has assets of well 
over $1,000,000. including invest­ 
ments of $746,392 and cash assets 
of $239,000. The records further 
show that the local collects well 
over $2,000,000 a year in dues and 
pays over $420,000 annually in sal­ 
aries. plus $230,000 in pensions and 
other benefit paym ents to m em ­ 
bers. 
H arry Van Arsdale. Local 3’s 
business m anager and the man 
who m asterm inded the new con­ 
tract for New York’s construction 
trade, gets about $15,000 a year 
in salary plus expenses. The lo­ 
cal’s president, Jerem iah P. Sul­ 
livan, is paid $9,100, plus another 
$8,333 as treasurer of the parent 
IBEW International Union. 
The International Union itself is 
also a long way from the poor- 
house. With total assets of over 
$113,000,000. it is one of the rich­ 
est chartered 
by 
the AFL-CIO. 
The International’s president Gor­ 
don M. 
Freem an 
is 
paid about 
$34,000 and its scretary, Joseph 
D. Keenan, about $48,000 in sal­ 
aries and expenses. In addition, 
12 IBEW vice presidents get av­ 
erage salaries in excess of $17,- 
000 each. 
As for 
the electrical worker 
m em bers of Local 3 being faced 
with possible unem ploym ent due 
to au to m atio n -th is is one of the 
biggest canards ever put over on 
the public during a wage strike. 
The exact opposite is true. There 
is a shortage of electricians in 


New- 
York’s 
construction 
indus­ 
try, and Local 3 wants to keep it 
that 
way by 
limiting 
its 
own 
m em bership to 9.000. 
The five-hour 
day also is 
a 
myth, since Local 3’s m em bers 
will not actually be lim ited to five 
hours a day, but will be paid $7.40 
an hour overtim e for all the tim e 
they put in over 
five hours. In 
other words, they will be able to 
work a 35-hour week 
and earn 
$198.20, com pared with the $165 
they 
have 
been 
gting 
for 
35 
hours, including overtim e. 
It so happens that IBEW secre­ 
tary Joe Keenan was one of the 
m en who butonholed Dem ocraic 
delegates at the Los Angeles con­ 
vention in 1960 to secure John F 
Kennedy’s nomination. One labor 
ieader who worked with him was 
Arthur Goldberg, now secretary of 
of labor. 
Despite this. President Kennedy 
phoned Secretary Goldberg prior 
to his press-conference statem ent 
criticizing the New York electri­ 
cal w orker settlem ent, to say he 
planned to m ake a critical state­ 
ment based on the fact that the 
agreem ent was a threat to price 
and wage stabilization at home 
and our trade program abroad. 
“Go ahead.” replied the form er 
counsel- for the United Steel Work- 
rs. “ I ’m with you 100 per cent.” 
Note — Van A rsdale sent the 
term s of Local 3’s new contract 
to other union leaders around the 
nation as an exam ple they m ight 
follow.

WHY TINKER? 


Having recognized that our hodge-podge tax system, the 
product of years of emergency actions and political exped­ 
iencies, is a major barrier to full economic growth and high 
employment, Washington is considering remedies. 
So far, most of the proposals advanced would lead only 
to timid steps, shuffling small amounts of tax revenues 
from one area to another through changing exemptions 
and deductions. Whether these minor proposals are sound 
or unsound, they remain minor — far from sufficient to 
raze the tax barrier to growth, and at the same time leav­ 
ing the Government’s growing revenue problems unsolved. 
There is even some talk from both parties about possi- 
bility of a tax rate increase. If present tax rates inhibit 
growth, such an increase might even lead to less revenue 
for the Treasury as business activity might well fall. 
So there isn’t much hope in small amounts of tax tinker­ 
ing. It is time Congress and the Administration faced the 
whole problem. Delay simply will mean more growth lost. 
In the House Ways and Means Committee are two identi­ 
cal bills, known as the Herlong-Baker income tax rate re­ 
form proposal. Here is the only comprehensive solution a* 
hand, and it has had many months of examination by ex­ 
perts inside and outside Washington. It has withstood even 
scrutiny, and has gained supporters as fast as authorities 
and businessmen have become acquainted with it. 
This legislation would reduce all income tax rates, top to 
bottom, in five annual steps, and also treat the problem of 
realistic depreciation allowances. Individuals and corpora­ 
tions then would have more money for investment, and in­ 
vestment is the recognized key to both economic growth 
and more jobs.

NO LAW PROTECTS $60 
BILLION PENSION MONIES 
FROM EMBEZZLING 
WASHINGTON—There just hap­ 
pens to be some sixty billion dol­ 
lars of the working people’s mon­ 
ey floating around the land. This 
is in pools of cash or liquid as­ 
sets. This money can be embez­ 
zled. yet there Is no federal law 
to punish 
the thief. 
He steals 
more than cash. He steals, from 
the solace of the men and women 
who look 
forward to living on 
their own 
when they turn 65. 
For these are the pension-w’elfare 
funds. Not Social Security, but the 
labor-management funds. 
There 
is 
no 
punishment 
for 
those who peel off a few million 
for friends’ investments. There is 
no 
punishment 
for 
kickbacks. 
There is no retribution for those 
who use the people’s money for 
personal flyers in sheer conflict 
of interest deals. 
There is even no real knowledge 
anywhere of the full vastness, the 
actual total of these monies. 
No one knows. The Labor Dept 
has totaled some 40 billion. Jim 
Roosevelt 
of 
the 
House 
Labor 
Committee reckons there is SO bil­ 
lion The Dept, of Justice and the 
Treasury have no estimates. Pri­ 
vate experts I talk to put the 
money - for - some - 80 - million 
People’s tomorrows at 60 billion. 
They figure in a decade the bun­ 
dle will be bulging with at least 
another $50 billion. 
Yet there is no federal law to 
protect this cash. Nor have the 
states 
gotten 
around 
to 
doing 
more than inspecting the welfare 
insurance features. 
There is no law because last 
September exactly lei members 
of the House of Representatives 
voted against such a protective 
law. If you ask why. you get 161 
reasons. 
Hie Secretary’ of Labor, Arthur 
Goldberg, does have the right to 
ask all pension funds to file an 
nual reports. He has asked. That’s 
all he can do. Whistle. 
He does not have the power to 
force 
this 
filing. 
Directors 
of 
thousands of funds with billions 
of dollars have ignored his re­ 
quest—which came out of a 1958 
pensions law that has less teeth 


in it than an incubator baby. 
And even if pension fund direc­ 
tors do condescend to file, the 
secretary of labor can only use 
the reports to fill storage space. 
He has not even the right to 
check the additions. 
Thus, neither he nor Attorney 
General 
Bob Kennedy 
has the 
right to check pension fund loans 
—and some total one to five mil­ 
lion dollars apiece—to new' hotels 
and motels, operation of ancient 
buildings, adventures in new spec 
ulative projects. Knowledge of this 
financial frolicking is in detailed 
memos on the Cabinet members 
desks. But they have no law. 
They asked for one. The bill 
which 
the 
House 
mysteriously 
killed would have given them the 
power to audit the reports, inves­ 
tigate errors, probe fund rackets, 
and go after embezzlers. There 
was no power to regulate the 
funds. Nor to dictate their invest­ 
ments. Only to see that no one 
steals the people’s money. 
Some of the labor leaders were 
for the bill. Bob Kennedy person­ 
ally asked for the power for the 
Labor Department to investigate, 
set 
up 
rules, 
provide 
criminal 
l>enaltics for embezzlement and 
kickbacks and make certain con­ 
flicts of interest a criminal oi- 
fense. 
Today, once more, there is such 
a bill before the House. 
“ These 
pension 
and 
welfare 
funds.” Arthur Goldberg told this 
column the other day, “ are one 
of the most important develop­ 
ments in American life. All we 
seek is an honest administration 
of every penny of these lunds. 
The proposed law positively will 
not give us, nor do we want, the 
|x>wer to suggest how these funds 
shall be invested. But the benefi­ 
ciary is the people. They should 
be protected.” 
lf this bill should be beaten 
again, it will probably be years 
before another may be passed. 
And each year sees some five 
billion more go into the pool. That 
much 
unguarded 
cash 
could 
drown a nation. Let’s plug up the 
dikes.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — 
Behind the 
New 
York 
electrical 
workers 
strike which resulted in a five- 
hour day at $5 an hour with $7.40 
for the sixth hour, are some inter­ 
esting figures. They show that Lo­ 
cal 3 of the International Brother­ 
hood of Electrical Workers, whose 
members will now 
get $198 a 
week, is by no means a strug­ 
gling union hard-hit by automa­ 
tion. On the contrary it’s one of 
the wealthiest unions in the na­ 
tion. 
Financial records filed with the 
U.S. Labor Department show that 
Local No. 3 has assets of well 
over $1,000,000. including invest­ 
ments of $746,392 and cash assets 
of $239,000. The records further 
show that the local collects well 
over $2,000,000 a year in dues and 
pays over $420,000 annually in sal­ 
aries. plus $230,000 in pensions and 
other benefit payments to mem­ 
bers. 
Harry Van Arsdale. Local 3’s 
business m anager and the man 
who masterminded the new con­ 
tract for New York’s construction 
trade, gets about $15,000 a year 
in salary plus expenses. The lo­ 
cal’s president, Jerem iah P. Sul­ 
livan. is paid $9,100, plus another 
S8.333 as treasurer of the parent 
I BEW International Union. 
The International Union itself is 
also a long way from the poor­ 
house. With total assets of over 
$113,000,000 it is one of the rich­ 
est chartered by tile AFL-CIO. 
The International’s president Gor­ 
don M. 
Freeman 
is paid about 
$34,000 and its scretary, Joseph 
D. Keenan, about $48,000 in sal­ 
aries and expenses. In addition, 
12 IBEW vice presidents get av­ 
erage salaries in excess of $17,- 
000 each. 
As for 
the electrical worker 
members of Local 3 being faced 
with possible unemployment due 
to automation—this is one of the 
biggest canards ever put over on 
the public during a wage strike. 
The exact opposite is true. There 
is a shortage of electricians in 


New' 
York’s 
construction 
indus­ 
try, and Local 3 wants to keep it 
that 
way by 
limiting 
its 
own 
membership to 9,000. 
The five-hour 
day also is 
a 
myth, since Local 3’s members 
will not actually be limited to five 
hours a day, but will be paid $7.40 
an hour overtime for all the time 
they put in over 
five hours. In 
other w'ords, they will be able to 
work a 35-hour week 
and earn 
$198 20, compared with the $165 
they 
have 
been 
gtmg 
for 
35 
hours, including overtime. 
It so happens that IBEW secre­ 
tary Joe Keenan was one of the 
men who butonholed Democraic 
delegates at the I-os Angeles con­ 
vention in 1960 jto secure John F 
Kennedy’s nomination. One labor 
leader who worked with him was 
Arthur Goldberg, now secretary of 
of labor. 
Despite this. President Kenned)’ 
phoned Secretary Goldberg prior 
to his press-conference statem ent 
criticizing the New York electri­ 
cal worker settlement, to say he 
planned to make a critical state­ 
ment based on the fact that the 
agreement was a threat to price 
and wage stabilization at home 
and our trade program abroad. 
“Go ahead,” replied the former 
counsel, for the United Steel Work- 
rs.

IS EXACT TIMING 
IMPORTANT WHEN MAKING 
SOIL TREATM EN TS? 


Time after tim e, countless num­ 
bers of farm ers ask. “ When is the 
best time to apply fertilizer?” They 
want to know whether timing is im­ 
portant 
when making soil treat­ 
ments. 
The answer m ay be “ no” or it 
may be “y es” . It depends upon the 
purpose 
of 
the 
treatm ent 
that 
it is expected to do. 


Before taking up individual treat­ 
ments, I would like to group the 
various treatm ents into three dif­ 
ferent groups. It seems to me that 
would make it easier to answ er! 
the question as to whether timing 
is important.. 


The first of 
the 
three 
groups 
might be called correctvie treat-1 
ments. The second would be start- i 
or fertilizers, while the third would 
be top-dressing. 
The idea behind the group called 
corrective treatm ents is to feed i 
well 
the 
crop being 
grown 
all 
through the session from the be­ 
ginning to the end. The exact time 
for making such treatm ents is not 
important in m ost cases. 


On the other hand, the situation 
in the case o! a starter fertilizer 
is entirely different. The purpose of 
a starter is to get tlie plant off to 
a quick, vigorous start. It must be ' 
placed close to the seed. O bvious-; 
ly, it is done just at planting and 
therefore exact timing is required, j 
Top-dressing, our third group, is 
sort of in-between. Timing is im­ 
portant with in a relative short per-, 
jod. but it is not so exacting. For 
exam ple, top-dressing alfalfa m ay 
best be done within a week or two, 
but the exact day within that period 
is not “ a make or break” m atter. 
In 
discussing individual 
treat­ 
m ents, 1 want to start with lime­ 
stone 
and 
stress 
its 
use 
where 
needed.

Time after time, farmers ask, 
“When is the best time to apply 
fertilizer.” They 
want to know 
whether timing is important when 
making soil treatments. 
The answer may be ye* or It 
may be no It depends upon the 
purpose of the treatment or what it 
is expected to do. 
Before taking up individual treat­ 
ments, I would like to group the 
various treatments 
into three dif­ 
ferent groups. It seems to me that 
would make it easier to answer 
the question as to whether timing 
is important. 
The first of the three groups 
might be called correctly treat­ 
ments. The second would be start­ 
er fertilizers, while the third would 
be top - dressing. 
The idea behind the group call 
cd corrective treatments is to feed 
well the 
crop being grown 
all 
through the season from the be­ 
ginning to the end. The exact time 
for making such treatments is NOT 
important in most cases, but should 
be made before planting. 
On the other hand, the situation 
in the case of a starter fertilizer 
is entirely different. The purpose 
of a starter is to get the plant 
off to a quick, vigorous start It 
must be placed close to the seed. 
Obviously, it is done just at plant ­ 
ing and therefore exact liming is 
required. 
Top - dressing, our third group, 
is in - between. Timing i* impor­ 
tant within a relative short period, 
but it is not so exciting. For ex­ 
ample, top - dressing wheat may 
best be done within a week or two, 
but the exact day within that j>er- 
iod is not “a make or break” mat­ 
ter. 
In discussing individual treat­ 
ments, I want to mention lime­ 
stone and stress its use where need" 
ed. Limestone supplies calcium for 
plant nutrition. Both calcium and 
magnesium are supplied if dolomi­ 
te limestone is used and calcium 
if white lime is used. In addition, 
lime reduces the acidity of the aoli 


which makes it more favorable for 
bacteria] growth and activity re­ 
quired for most effective response 
to the use of other fertilizers. The 
exact timing of when to put on 
limestone is not so important. Gen­ 
erally shaking, it must be ap. 
plied three months or moree before 
It I* effective.

The definition goes on to say that a disease is sometimes 
contagious. The same can be said of cheating; it too is con­ 
tagious. When we see some student raise his grade so eas­ 
ily, and we know that ours will be lowered, then we are 
prone to accept cheating as a standard. 
We all like to conform, and we tend to “follow the crowd.” 
When the leaders of the crowd are dishonest, the whole 
crowd tends to follow the set examples. 
Many diseases are injurious to the body or to the mind. 
Cheating is also injurious to the mind. When we allow our­ 
selves to engage in a foul play procedure, then we have 
substituted values in our minds. When one phase of dis% 
honesty is instilled in us, it does not take long to ruin en­ 
tirely our character by continuing dishonesty throughout 
life. 
Just as a disease is a mental, moral, or physical disorder 


i which can be contagious or injurious, cheating is also a 
disease. It can be compared to any disease which is con­ 
tagious, a serious impediment that cripples the body and the 
mind.

W hen the leaders of the crowd are dishonest, the whole 
crowd tends to follow the set examples. 
Many diseases are injurious to the body or to the mind, 
j Cheating is also injurious to the mind. When we allow* our­ 
selves to engage in a foul play procedure, then we have 
j substituted values in our minds. When one phase of dis*
